Why all the “viewing with alarm” 
anent Mr. Crevolin’s remarks about not 
trying teo hard with 2-year-olds in’ their 
first several races? 

Most of our winter tracks have rules 
prohibiting the use of whips in 2-year- 
old races. fact. our winter track 
stewards have been known to slap fines 
of $25 or more on jockeys for the “prohib- 
ited” use of hand slaps in urging their 
mounts. 

Just as many 2-year-olds are first-start- 
ers during “summer” racing as in “win- 
ter” racing. And the “summer” first-start- 
ers don’t run any faster than “winter” 
first starters. 

It seems to me. the various racing 
stewards. judges. commissioners. and edi- 
torial writers should determine the prop- 
er procedure before “viewing with alarm” 
their own mistakes,

Three Bars 
rates with Piggin String for producing 
sons and daughters with Quarter Horse 
type and tremendous bursts of speed. 

Actually the purpose of this letter is 
to call your attention to Mr. Hebert’s 
erroneous definition of a piggin string. 
First. the piggin string is not a leather 
thong but a short length of rope. Second- 
ly. it is not used by cowboys to tie up 
steers after they have been bull dogged. 
The piggin string is carried by calf rop- 
ers. in their mouth, and when the animal 
is roped this short rope is used to tie any 
three legs of the calf, 

Cowboys (o not tie steers they bull 
dog: instead they wrestle the animals. 
throwing them to the ground, It would 
be impossible to tie a steer after being 
bull dogged without the aid of a horse 
and a long rope.

While Ted Glows, Conn Burns; * 


La Corredora’s Live Hurdles 


New York 

Last week’s racing centered around 2 
jockeys. The first was Ted Atkinson, who 
rode the 3.000th winner of his career on 
September 1. It took Teddy more than 
18.000 mounts to accomplish this feat. 
but the other 3 riders to better that mark 
—Sir Gordon Richards, John Longden. 
Eddie Arcaro—also needed that many fast 
horses. To commemorate the record Ted 
was presented with a silver ice bucket. 
suitably inscribed. by the Queens County 
Jockey Club and its president, Cyrus S. 
Jullien. The happy part of it for Ted 
was that number 3.000 was a Greentree 
mount. namely Devastation, 

The 37-year-old rider started out in 
1934 at a riding academy in Van Cortlandt 
Park. taking lessons at $1.50 an hour 
before getting his first job with Thorough- 
breds at Greentree Farm in Red Bank. 
N. J. After 2 years of work, Ted went 
out on his own and free-lanced around 
the Ohio circuit and then in New England 
before hitting the New York wheel and 
picking up the pink and black silks in the 
late “forties as contract rider. Atkinson 
and Greentree go well together and the 
hope is that No. 4,000 will also be ridden 
under the silks which were styled after 
the colors of the late Helen Hay Whit- 
ney’s favorite tea gown. 


SMOKE. The other jockey was a little 
man who was visibly disturbed by the 
great attention showered on Atkinson 
during the last few days before No. 3.000. 
The day after Ted made it and was pre- 
sented with a trophy in the winner’s 
circle. his self-appointed rival rode a 
double and stalked back to the jocks’ 
room with the statement. “That Atkinson 
made me mad: just watch my smoke 
now.” 

Conn McCreary, of course. was playing 
his favorite game. which is half clowning, 
half needling. This time he was right as 
an old Tory. He shipped out to Chicago. 
picked up the marbles in the Washing- 
ton Park Futurity. and then returned to 
Aqueduct to guide Joe Jones to win the 
Bay Shore Handicap. Between the stakes 
Was a victory (on a 2-year-old filly) worth 
$56.30 to all those of the opinion that

McCreary was as hot as the barbecue 
sauce for which he is famous. 

The ride on Joe Jones was one of those 
perfectly timed exhibitions which usually 
are confined to pool tables. The man 
slides a stick between his fingers and 
the spheres on the green drop into. pre- 
viously designated pockets. McCreary had 
the touch of a Mosconi with his deft push 
on the gelding Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs had 
in the Bay Shore. Breaking last and al- 
lowing one horse to get behind him on 
the run down the backstretch. McCreary 
let go his stroke entering the turn. 

Having to come around only one horse 
on the bend, ke had half the job done at 
the quarter-pole, but there was no indi- 
cation that the important half was  pos- 
sible. At the eighth-pole. however. the 
jumbled mass of colors. vaguely resem- 
bling the colors breaking from a rack of 
pool balls. began to fall into their alloted 
positions, and there was Joe Jones drop- 
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ping in First Glance and Squared Away 
during the final yards, 

The race was not one that might have 
been expected of a horse which had run 
3 times in 8 days. but there was Joe 
Jones in the winner’s circle. The previous 
Monday the gelding had been disqualified 
from third in the Aqueduct Handicap and 
on the intervening Thursday had defeated 
a field of allowance horses at a mile and 
a sixteenth. What did he do in his spare 
time? Why. just walk around and take a 
gallop or two. 

Since there was a horse named after a 
man in the winner’s circle there was no 
reason for the Pinkerton at the gate to 
keep away people named for horses, so 
in marched Sweet Patrice. the Jacobs’ 
daughter. running under the name of Pat,

MR. kK. AND MR. V. The Bay Shore 
defeat was a tough one for First Glance. 
which carried top weight of 122 against 
Joe Jones’ 111, The 122 was the lowest 
poundage assigned any of the 4 Vanderbilt 
horses in the race. When handicapper 
Jimmy Kilroe was finished. Find had top 
weight of 128. Crash Dive was given a 
pound less. and Social Outcast was peg- 
ged at 124. *Royal Vale got in with 126 
pounds to ruin the clean sweep of the 
bearers of the cerise and white diamonds, 
Good memories recalled the hold that 
Rancocas had over the handicap division 
in the past and trainer Sam Hildreth’s 
habit of putting all the good horses in 
the race and then running one of the 
lightly weighted performers from the 
huge string. The renewals of 1925 and 
1927 were won by Superlette and Black 
Curl, both trained by Hildreth. 

Vanderbilt could not have been too 
disheartened by First Glance. as Crash 
Dive had partly filled the vacancy left by 
Native Dancer when the son of Devil 
Diver won his first stakes try in excellent 
fashion. Raced only 3 times at 2 because 
of a balky knee and unraced last season 
because of a cracked hoof. Crash Dive 
has graduated a bit late, but with high 
honors nevertheless. You may remember 
his having been mentioned as a possible 
welcome addition to the handicap divi- 
sion. He’s now a member. and his welcome 
on the part of Mr. Kilroe was the pack- 
age of 127 pounds for the Bay Shore. 
Another horse mentioned at the same 
time as Crash Dive—Mrs. Jan Burke's 
Martyr—ran on the same card, also win- 
ning. His opposition was composed of 
allowance horses: he will try the tougher 
ones later this season. 


THE LADIES. Aqueduct also provided 
romps for the fillies during the first 
week of local racing after Saratoga, Two 
Stars won her second stakes—her second 
race of any kind. Naturally all sailors 
were lined up behind retired Rear Ad- 
miral H. A. Flanigan. who is chairman 
of the board of the New York Dock Com- 
pany but prefers to be known as _ the 
owner of Two Stars. The Admiral is doing 
very well with the $3.700 he invested at 
Saratoga last summer in purchasing Two 
Stars. 

The other filly race fell to a home-bred. 
E. P. Taylor's Canadiana. The daughter 
of Chop Chop is far from the ideal type. 
having a bit more than a slight sway-

back. but she certainly looked good as 
she ripped off fractions of :2245 and 
:4525 in the Vagrancy Handicap, She 
slowed down to a fifth of a second slower 
than the colts ran in the Bay Shore, but 
was still in front at the finish. Canadiana 
represents a great deal of speed. There 
is great doubt that she will carry it over 
the 9 furlongs of the Beldame. Aqueduct’s 
$50.000 prize for fillies. 


If the Vagrancy had been the Beldame, 
the winner would have been Mrs. Marian 
W. O°Connor’s La Corredora. The daugh- 
ter of Little Beans was 20th on the far 
turn and moved up 2 notches as_ the 
quarter-pole passed. Somehow Babe Han- 
ford weaved through the pack to wind 
up fourth in the first 3 jumps past the 
finish. The movies might show that La 
Corredora jumped over a_ few fillies: 
there was no room to go between them. 


There was very little room even to 
start them. The 2 gates stretched across 
the track made it by the matter of 2 feet. 


There was quite a lot of wagering about 
the possibility of the 14-stall contraption 
fitting on the track with an 8-stall gate 
alongside but the yeas won out by a short 
yard, 

The field was stretched out in the same 
manner after 5 furlongs. except that Cana- 
diana was in front of the cavalry charge 
and La Corredora was behind it. The 
other 18 were keeping in a line across 
the track like a college band on a foot- 


ball field. 
BREATHER. The C. V. Whitney string, 


which won so many races at Saratoga that 
Syl Veitch dug for a quotation—Some 
days its chicken and some days _ it’s 
feathers’—is having a tough time win- 
ning its first rece downstate. Dispute was 
third in the Vagrancy and that is about 
as close as they have come in a week’s 
racing. The trainer had predicted this. 
“They all got good at the same time. and 
they will all need a little breather at the 
same time.” he said,

Royal Mustang at Lynnwood 


Leslie Combs II, who has 21 stallions 
in service at his Spendthrift Farm = in 
Fayette County, Kentucky, has established 
an outpost a few miles away in Bourbon 
County and now is building a 4-stall stal- 
lion barn there. 

The Bourbon County base. just outside 
Paris on the road to Lexington. is 250- 
acre Lynnwood Farm, operated by Combs 
and Stewart, Inc. Co-owner and manager 
is L. C. Stewart, who last spring kept 40 
of Spendthrift’s board mares there and 
was able to report 38 of them in foal. The 
company owns 10 mares and now has 
about 20 boarders at the farm. 

First tenant of the new stallion barn 
will be Royal Mustang, which Combs and 
Stewart have leased from Samuel E. Wil- 
son Jr. for a 4-year period. Wilson’s other 
stock—broodmares, weanlings. yearlings, 
and horses in training—will be dispersed 
by auction at Keeneland in October and 
early November; Royal Mustang is the 
only Thoroughbred the Texan plans to 
keep. 

Royal Mustang is a chestnut horse, foal- 
ed in 1948, by Easy Mon out of Pen- 
royal, by *Royal Minstrel, second dam 
Penelope, by Sweep, thus a brother to 
the stakes winner Phar Mon and a half- 
brother to the stakes winner Great Dream 
and this year’s 2-year-old star Royal Note. 
In 4 seasons of racing, not including 3 
starts this year, he earned $103.337 under 
the Wilson colors. His most notable vic- 
tory was in the 1952 Stars and Stripes 
Handicap, but he placed second or third 
in numerous other stakes. including sec- 
onds in the Grand Union Hotel Stakes, 
Breeders’ Futurity, Bahamas Handicap. 
Blue Grass Stakes. Kentucky Derby. Pea- 
body Memorial. and Myrtlewood and Ed- 
ward J. Fleming Memorial Handicaps. 

Royal Mustang’s fee for the 1955 season 
will be $500 to guarantee a live foal. 


Flying Missel in Australia 


In 1911, when repressive legislation in 
the U. S. had reached its peak and the 
value of Thoroughbred breeding stock had 
reached its lowest point. about a hundred 
horses were exported to Australia, Except 
for one other which crossed the Pacifie in 
1912. these were the last American-bred 
Thoroughbreds exported directly to Aus- 
tralia. The ban against American im- 
ports. supposedly designed to prevent the 
introduction of a few diseases. has held so 
tight that authorities refused to relax it 
even for the equestrian events in the 1956 
Olympic games. 

An American horse can get to Australia, 
by a route so long and expensive that

(Continued from preceding page) 
for many vears no one bothered to take 
advantage of it. [f he is sent to England 
or Ireland and survives there for 6 months. 
he is considered acceptable baggage for 
the subcontinent. Robert J. Kleberg Jr.. 
director of the King Ranch’s Thorough- 
bred racing and breeding and its huge 
ranching operations (which include a 
large area in Australia). is the first Amer- 
ican who has gone to such pains to send 
a horse to the continent “down under.” 

The horse he sent is the 9-vear-old stal- 
lion Flying Missel. which King Ranch 
has leased to A. W. Thompson and Com- 
pany and which is now beginning service 
at the Widden Stud. one of the country’s 
leading Thoroughbred nurseries. in New 
South Wales. Only a handful of sires in 
Australia stand at fees as high as the 300 
guineas at which Flying Missel is being 
advertised. 

It was Flying Missel’s peculiar sort of 
excellence which suggested that Australia 
might offer him better opportunities than 
America: he was a distance runner. good 
at 114 miles. better at 2 miles. He won 
the 1949 Daingerfield Handicap. carrying 
126 pounds and setting a new world rec- 
ord of 3:3245 for 2,4; miles. and twice 
was second in that race. In 1949 he also 
won the Sussex Handicap. 114 miles in 
2:02. equaling the Delaware Park track 
record. Flying Missel earned a total of 
$111,077. He is being advertised as the 
largest money winner ever imported to 
Australia. 

The pedigree is thoroughly American. 
Flying Missel is by Equestrian (Equi- 
poise. Man o° War. Broomstick) out of 
Momentum. by Boojum out of Stop Watch 
(Stymie is by Equestrian—Stop Watch). 
by On Watch out of Sunset Gun. by Man 
o War. There are 2 crosses of Man 0’ 
War. 4 of Broomstick. and several of Dom- 
ino and Hanover.

Landau in the International 


Laurel Race Course. home of the Wash- 
ington. D, C.. International. last week an- 
nounced the first horse picked for the 
1954 running—Landau. a 3-year-old colt 
owned by Queen Elizabeth Hl. The Queen’s 
acceptance of Laurel's invitation was fer- 
warded to John D, Schapiro. Laurel presi- 
dent. by Capt. Charles Moore. manager 


of the Queen’s racing interests. Capt. 
Moore said. “Unless something unfore- 


seen happens the colt will run.” 

The Queen Mother will be visiting in 
the United States at the time of the race 
and Sir Roger Makins. British ambassa- 
dor to the United States. said efforts will 
be made to arrange for her to attend. 

Landau. by Dante out of the top-class 
Sun Chariot. by Hyperion. was bred by 
the National Stud of England. Last year 
he won 3 of his 5 starts. including the 
Boscawen and Fulbourne Stakes at New- 
market and the Produce Stakes at Don- 
caster. He was assigned 130 pounds in the 
Free Handicap. 3 pounds below the top- 
weighted *The Pie King. 

This season Landau has won 3 of 8 
starts—the Rous Memorial Stakes at 
Royal Ascot. Ellesmere Stakes at New- 
market. and Sussex Stakes at Goodwood 
—but was badly beaten in the Two Thou- 
sand Guineas and the Derby. Like the 
Queen’s most successful runner. Aureole. 
he has had a course of “psychiatric” 
treatment designed to condition him to 
run as willingly in afternoon competition 
as he does in morning workouts, 


Curol in New England 


Hurricane Carol. which caused more 
than $100.000.000 damage in 6 New Eng- 
land states on August 31. knocked out 
racing programs at Lincoln Downs. at 
Providence. R. IL. and Scarborough 
Downs. near Portland. Maine. 

Lincoln Downs was to open a 23-day 
meeting on the day the hurricane hit. Al- 
though the track was not damaged ex- 
tensively. the suspension of water and 
electric service forced postponement of 
the opening until September 4. Almost 
all the shedrows were torn away from 
the barns. but no injuries to men or 
horses were reported. 

Damage at Scarborough Downs was 
estimated at $50.000. Roofs were ripped 
off 11 barns and one of the patrol judge 
towers was demolished. As at Lincoln 
Downs. there were no injuries. 


Higher Purses at Keeneland 


A 20 per cent increase in purses has 
been announced for the 10-day fall meet- 
ing at Keeneland race course. Lexington. 


Total purse distribution will be $290.950, 
which is $48.700 more than was distrib- 
uted at the 1953 fall meeting. Actual dis- 
tribution may be slightly less than the 
figure in the condition book. “The races 
for the better class horses carry a high- 
er purse value than we expect to offer 
in instances where these races fail to 
fill.” 

The increase in purses was surprising 
in view of predictions by Keeneland of. 
ficials that betting would be down at the 
fall meeting. first at Keeneland since 
Kentucky's new 4 per cent pari-mutuel 
tax was levied on the non-profit  track’s 
customers. “It’s a calculated gamble we 
have to take if we expect to attract good- 
class horses.” general manager W.. T. 
Bishop said.

Georgian’s Kasy Futurity Win; 
Royal Note Hurt, Arcaro Booed 


CHICAGO 


In the matter of conformation and oth- 
er qualities which mark a horse’s indi- 
vidualitvy. Hal Price Headley’s Georgian 
ranks at the top of the current crop of 
2-vear-olds which have come under this 
writer's observation so far this season. He 
is strikingly reminiscent of his near rela- 
tive. Menow. at the same age. although 
perhaps a bit taller. 

As the race was run, Georgian left no 
doubt as to which colt was best of the 
10 starters for the Washington Park Fu- 
turity. which he won by 2 lengths. How- 
ever. the degree of public confidence in 
him prior to the race was indicated by the 
odds. nearly 28 to 1. 

The bettors went overboard for Wilton 
Stable’s Royal Note. sending him off at 2 
to 5. The Spy Song colt. which finished 
seventh. had a valid excuse. although one 
never would have thought’ so from the 
chorus of boos which greeted him and his 
rider. Eddie Arearo. when they came back. 

It was a disgraceful exhibition by too 
large a segment of the “public.” which. 
we are reminded constantly by timid souls. 
must be protected at all times. at all costs, 
and in all matters. It was a demonstra- 
tion which gives one a feeling kindred to 
sympathy for the famous remark of Com- 
modore Vanderbilt in those long-departed 
days when the public actually had few 
care-takers. 

Royal Note came back sore in his right 
knee. was still sore when trainer Frank 
Gilpin had him back under the shed. The 
extent of the injury had not been de- 
termined when this was written. Arcaro, 
when he dismounted. had said “some- 
thing was wrong” with the colt. 

Royal Note, racing forwardly, caught 
the early pace-maker, Jet’s War Date, on 
the turn, took a brief lead, then gave 
way to Georgian’s strong challenge, and 
was passed by five others before the end 
of the 6 furlongs. which were run in 
1:10!5. This equals the stakes record held 
jointly by the ill-fated Curtice and Oh 
Leo. 

The unfortunate lameness of Royal 
Note can detract in no manner from Geor- 
gian’s smashing finish in the last furlong. 
He took down for Hal Price Headley $88.- 
380 of the $144.820 gross. 

Closing stoutly but never threatening 
the Headley colt was the Illinois-bred 
Simmy. owned by the Missourian Estes 
E. Pershall. E. G. Drake’s Dogoon. was 
third. a head back and a similar margin 


in front of H. C. Fruehauf’s Parador. 
Simmy appeared to be shuffled back 
momentarily going into the turn. but was 
soon in full stride again. Simmy. best son 
of The Dude yet to appear. is out of Eye- 
line. by Roguish Eye. The late “Bath 
House John” Coughlin went to his grave 
insisting the judges erred when they 
placed his Roguish Eye second to High 
Strung in the Westchester Futurity of 
1928.

horses of both sexes on occasion, but the 
Beverly Handicap was her first stakes vic- 
tory. She was bred by her present owner.

Casualty of the race was Clarence Hart- 
wick’s remarkable mare Sickle’s Image 
(121). Turning into the stretch she was 
third. 2 lengths off the leader. Blue Violin. 
and was making her move when she sud- 
denly dropped back to finish last. She 
pulled up lame. Hartwick reported her 
trouble to be a bruised foot. The mare 
has been sent to Hartwick’s farm at Pine 
Grove. near Lexington. 


It is almost unbelievable that so much 
misinformation could be expressed in so 
few words as some of the press releases 
purporting to describe the lameness of 
Sickle’s Image.

By the same token. one of the most 
unfortunate things about the unfortunate 
case involving the alleged stimulation of 
Hasty House Farm’s *Mister Black is the 
nature of some of the publicity it has 
received.

Rearranging Nervous Impulses 


To Gain More Royal Victories 


First acceptance announced for the 1954 Washington, D. C., International, 
to be run at Laurel Race Course November 3 is that of Queen Elizabeth's 
Landau, a 3-year-old colt whose classic ancestry and royal ownership are un- 
likely to gain any greater attention than his adventures at the fringes of 20th 
century science. As a foal Landau was given aureomycin to make him grow. 
As a race horse he has been subjected to “psychotherapy” in an effort to 
bring his performance closer to the expectation based upon his parentage—he 
is by Dante out of the top-class race mare Sun Chariot. 

American psychotherapists, who are not concerned with horses, and Amer- 
ican horsemen, many of whom practice a rustic, amateur form of psycho- 
therapy, will be hard put to understand just what has been done to Landau. 
The practitioner, according to Warren Hill, seeks to “rearrange nervous im- 
pulses . . . by corrective manual touch.” Warren Hill has written, for the 
Sporting Life (London), the most nearly intelligible account of Landau’s ex- 
perience with a “treatment” which has gained the attention of horsemen 
throughout Europe. The major portion of his article is reproduced below. 


A decision which has soon to be made 
following the Goodwood mile win of the 
National Stud colt Landau will help dis- 
close what is to be the official attitude to 
the treatment by a form of psycho-therapy 
of racehorses of dubious will and unde- 
veloped stamina, 

From the record of Landau, the Na- 
tional Stud cannot, so far, have expecta- 
tion that he will become a very valuable 
sire asset. 

Subject to obtaining the necessary con- 
sent. it has been decided to send him to 
the U.S.A. to compete in the international 
Laurel Park race towards the end of the 
British flat-racing season. 

Other influences are towards persuad- 
ing the National Stud authorities and 
those concerned with the racing manage- 
ment of Landau to agree to renewal of ex- 
perimental use of psycho-therapy with a 
view to so fostering inherent staying pow- 
er that next year he might bear the Royal 
colours in mile and a half races like the 
Coronation Cup, the Hardwicke Stakes and 
the King George VI and Queen Elizabeth 
Stakes as triumphantly as the Queen’s 
home-bred Aureole has done this season 
after prolonged treatment of the kind. 

Between his Guineas debacle and the 
Derby, a brief trial of the new process 
was made with Landau. Results. so far 
as they could be obtained in the time al- 
lowed, were excellent. 

In training, the colt has always been 
fully genuine and willing to pull out “ex- 
tra” in the sternest gallops; but he had 
been effectively resisting pressure on the 
course. 

After a few weeks of pre-Derby nervous 
system treatment, he became a different 
animal in this respect, happy in his stable, 
more responsive without stress in work. 
and a bold, eager galloper on the track. 
I know that Sir Gordon Richards was 


delighted and had begun to take deep in- 
terest in the technique and its wider pos- 
sibilities. 

The experiment with Landau was cut 
short just when it was hoped that con- 
tinuation of it for a month or two longer 
might help develop the stamina potential 
of his high breeding. 

A previous National Stud horse, the 
egregious Gay Time (now in Japan) had 
also been a psycho-therapy subject and in 
his case. too. it was decided at an early 
stage not to persevere. 

Landau is now apparently being re- 
garded as no more than a miler, but even 
at that distance he has still to attain any 


real distinction. Though recently he has 
been faultless in going through with his 
races. the effect has not been impressive. 

For stud purposes there will be noth- 
ing to boast about from Landau’s Good- 
wood success this week. Not only was he 
racing on terms 61b better than weight- 
for-sex. but his chief opponent, the weight- 
giving filly Festoon, was listless and with- 
out the power by which she so fluently 
won the One Thousand Guineas and the 
Coronation Stakes. 

The cases of Landau and Aureole have 
been completely dissimilar in circum. 
stances and symptoms. Landau has always 
been an excellent do-er, thriving on his 
food. but—until correctives began to be 
applied—had mental aversion to giving 
his all in public. 

Aureole. on the other hand, loved hard 
racing. but, it is believed, had not been 
obtaining proper nourishment from his 
diet owing to wrongful functioning of the 
digestive organs. 

Last St. Leger time he had become 


light and shelly, and natural juvenile 
“wildness” there had been in him was 


again peeping out too often and disturb- 
ingly. 

With only a month of psycho-therapy, 
Aureole’s weight rose a hundredweight— 
and while it continued right up to his 
great Ascot victory, so he became ever 
heavier and stronger. 

The practitioner in the case of Aureole 
and Landau. as with Gay Time, was Mr, 
Charles Brook. a slightly built bearded 
man of 66 who. after taking the Cam- 
bridge honours degree in law. practised 
in London as a solicitor, specialising in 
company work.

Relic Colt Wins in Germany 


Paris, Aucust 30 


The last important races of the Deau- 
ville meeting were the Prix du Casino, for 
3-year-old fillies, and the Grand Prix de 
Deauville, which is run under allowance 
conditions. 

In the 114-mile Prix du Casino the 
Prix de Diane second. Baghicheh (*Nas- 
rullah—Mehmany. by Mieuxce) was asked 
to maintain her prestige against 4 recent 
winners and 3 other good fillies. The race 
was won quite easily by Marcel Boussac’s 
Almaos (Pharis—Palaos. by *Goya II). a 
winner at 2 and this year fifth in the 
Prix de Diane. sixth in the Prix de Mal- 
leret. and fifth in the Prix Eugene Adam. 
in which she made the pace for her stable- 
mate Cordova. This time she was running 
over her best distance, and when she took 
the lead entering the straight she had 
nothing to fear from Baghicheh. which 
lost second place by a head to Yvrande 
(Sky High—Kikitou. by *Epinard), a re- 
cent winner over the same course. 

In the G. P. de Deauville. 15, miles. 
were 10 3-year-olds and 9 older horses. 
Favorite, under top weight of 138 pounds. 
was the G. P. de Vichy winner Shaker 
(Pharis—Calonice, by Abjer). a 5-year- 
old gelding. Second choice was the 3- 
year-old Doux Vert (Verso Il—Dauphine. 
by Massine), which had placed in 3 of 
his 4 starts at 2, and this year. after be- 
ing fifth in his first start. had finished 
first or second in 6 other races. 

Shaker. off poorly, was shut in through 
most of the race, and finished unplaced. 
Doux Vert moved up to the leaders at the 
last bend and won easily. by 2 lengths. 
from the 4-year-old filly Gourabe (Ad- 
miral Drake—Godille. by Godiche). which 
displaced the 4-year-old colt Romantisme 
in second place near the end. 

With the races of Sunday, August 29. 
the Deauville season ended. The racing 
was good, and the yearling sales were 
better than last year. The 245 lots sold 
brought a total of 175 million francs. 
Italian buyers got 45 head; American. 6; 
English, 2. 


BELGIUM. At Ostend the 2 big races 
of the week went to French horses. The 
4-year-old Projectile (Deiri—Projection. 
by Bubbles) won the Gladiateur d’Os- 
tende, over 214 miles. and the 6-year-old 
Norman (*Norseman—Macreuse. by Mas- 
sine) beat the 4-year-old English gelding 
Beddington (Casanova—Faustina. by Fel- 
stead) in the Grand Handicap Interna- 


tional d’Ostende. Norman had top weight 
of 141 pounds and won in record time. 
2:1615 for the 2.200 meters (about 1%, 
miles). This was his third successive vic- 
tory under top weight in the race. In 1952 
he carried 132 pounds; in 1953, 139. 


GERMANY. At Baden-Baden Francois 
Dupre’s Tactic (Relic—Johannisnacht, by 
Oleander—Yonne, by Indus) beat the 
best German 2-year-olds in the Zunkufts- 


rennen, which he won by 5 lengths. Win- 
ner of the Prix La Rochette in France, 
Tactic is one of the best of the 
American-bred Relic, though he is reg- 
istered only in the “Liste A” annex to the 
French stud book, since his dam was 
bred at the Schlenderhan Stud in Ger- 
many in 1944, 

The German 4-year-old Baal (Gundomar 
—Blaue Adria. by Ladro). owned by 
Waldfried Stud. easily won the 11%4-mile 
Grosser Preis von Baden-Baden, adding 
another weight-for-age win to his list of 
successes. Second was M. Dupre’s French- 
bred 3-year-old filly Reine d’Atout (King 
of Trumps—Montana, by Mirko), ahead 
of Makra and Blumenprinz, third and 
second in the 1954 German Derby. The 
1953 and 1954 German Derby winners 
Allasch and Kaliber were among the 
unplaced. 
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EQUINE PSYCHOTHERAPY

He has been engaged in psycho-therapy 
research for 30 years. and—only accept- 
ing as patients people who would not 
respond to orthodox medical care—he 
formerly restricted his activities in this 
line at a Harley Street address to the 
ordinary principles of inducing change 
in the nervous system by repetitive sug- 
gestion. 

Now he seeks in both human and _ ani- 
mal cases to rearrange nervous impulses, 
or to bring latent nervous forces into 
service. by what is called impulse chang- 
ing. in which the subject’s mind and will 
are not used at: all, 

The practioner’s purpose is to produce 
new or altered conditions in the patient 
by corrective manual touch at the seat 
of the supposed trouble. without hypnosis 
or anything of that ilk. 

The theory is that fixed expectations 
set up impulses in the nervous system 
which produce the very result that is 
being feared, but that these impulses can 
be eradicated and replaced by beneficial 
ones. 

Simplest illustration is the belief that 
coffee taken before retiring will prevent 
sleep. When that fear is erased. the drink 
and slumber become concomitant. 

Mr. Brook has not been concerned only 
with Aureole and Landau. For most of 
this year, to my knowledge. he has been 
in Newmarket on six days a week, leav- 
ing London at 6 a.m. and returning there 
in the early afternoon for his ordinary 
professional consulations, 

Trainers, as a body and as is to be 
expected, have not been overkeen to give 
him scope, but at the request of owners. 
he is being given full facilities to deal 
with querulous or otherwise affected 
horses in other than the two Royal stables. 

Mr. Brook, it has to be said, has un- 


hesitatingly turned down numerous _prof- 
fered cases—those he has time for are 
only the toughest and presumably beyond 
the present recognized functions of ordi- 
nary veterinary practice, 

I have two reasons for writing on this 
matter at length. 

First is that a position is being reached 
at which—in scientific interests at a time 
when the number of “difficult” horses in 
training is rising alarmingly—the  sub- 
ject of psycho-therapy in relation to the 
thoroughbred should be brought into the 
open for expert, authoritative examina- 
tion. 

The bona-fides of Mr, Brook are be- 
yond question. For long after I first be- 
came aware of his activities six or seven 
vears ago, I privately scoffed at them. as 
so many people at Newmarket still do. 

Now I am considerably more receptive. 
having not only seen apparent results 
at first hand, but also having by personal 
inquiry obtained confirmation of previous 
achievements attributed to Mr. Brook with 


awkward) or untractable greyhounds,

If he did not produce these results 
and those that have more recently occur- 
red in connection with Aureole, Landau, 
and others, then the chain of coincidences 
is indeed extraordinary.

OBITUARY 


Dr. Robert L. Humphrey 


Dr. Robert L. Humphrey, friend and 
veterinarian to 2 generations of Virginia 
horsemen. died at his home near Middle- 
burg on the night of September 5. His 
death was not unexpected, as he had been 
critically sick for some time, 

Dr. Humphrey’s practice extended over 
nearly 50 years. He was graduated from 
Georgetown University Medical School. 
took his veterinary degree at Ontario Vet- 
erinary College in 1905, and settled in 
Virginia immediately thereafter. He raised 
a few horses on his own farm, which he 
sold some years ago. but his principal 
concern was with doctoring other people’s 
horses and advising the owners. 

His favorite success story had to do 
with the E. B. McLean farm at Leesburg. 
The McLean stable. after years of medi- 
ocrity. rose suddenly to lead the list of 
winning owners in 1928. Dr. Humphrey 
attributed the success largely to a_pro- 
gram of soil improvement and enriched 
nutrition which had been put into effect at 
his suggestion.

Jet's War Date showed his expected early speed, 
and led for 2 furlongs, after which Royal Note 
took over and Georgian moved to second. Royal 
Note led around the turn, but he was unable to 
gain more than a_half-length margin. With 1% 
furlongs to go. Georgian caught the leader, and 
for a few strides it appeared that the race would 
be close. Suddenly Royal Note swerved toward the 
rail, and Georgian opened a clear lead. Simmy and 
Dogoon moved up to take second and third, al- 
though they were unable to threaten Georgian, 
which won by 2 lengths and paid $57.80. Royal 
Note faded to seventh, about 4 lengths behind the 
winner. 

After the race, Eddie Arearo, who rode Royal 
Note for the fourth time, said: “The horse just 
stopped. He never has been that way before, and 
on the far turn he had a tendency to veer out. 
When Georgian came to us, he just seemed to 
stop. There had to be something wrong with him. 
He couldn’t have been beaten by that many horses 
otherwise.” 

Probable explanation for Royal Note’s unsteady 
course and sudden failure of speed was a knee 
which trainer Frank Gilpin has been watching care- 
fully all summer. The joint had been the seat of 
considerable soreness, and because of their con- 
cern for the colt’s future soundness the Wilton 
Stable owners, Tilford Wilson and Carl Houston, 
had decided that the Washington Park Futurity 
would be Royal Note’s last race of the year, re- 
gardless of his placing. 

For Hal Price Headley the victory of Georgian 
needed no explanation. Last fall, when he dispersed 
his broodmares by auction retained their 
1952 and 1953 foals, he appraised the Athenia 
colt as one of the best prospects he had ever bred. 

Simmy became the first’ Hlinois-bred ever to 
finish in the money in the Washington Park Fu- 
turity. Bred by the late Otto W. Lehmann at his 
Chesney Farms, Lake Villa, Il., Simmy has raced 
for E. E. Pershall, owner of Woodlands Farm. near 
St. Louis. Before the Futurity, Simmy had won 3 
of 5 starts. He finished eighth in his only previous 
stakes—the Prairie State at Washington Park on 
August 18. Simmy is by The Dude, which won the 
1946 Avlington Classic (beating Assault) and now 
stands at Mr. and Mrs. John E. Moore’s Pat Kay 
Farm, Barrington, Il. 

Foaled March 19, 1952, at Headley’s Beaumont 
Farm, Lexington, Georgian is the fourth foal of 
Athenia, which, like her dam and granddam, was 


an outstanding race mare bred raced by 


Headley. Georgian had started 5 times before the 
Washington Park Futurity, winning a maiden race 
and an allowance race. He had been badly beaten. 
however, in his 2 stakes attempts. the Hyde Park 
and the Arlington Park Futurity. 

Owner Headley said Georgian would be shipped 


to Belmont Park, where he is eligible for the 
Futurity Stakes on October 9.
